London shares slump

SALT WEAPON LIMITATION: Ss CIRCUMVENTED. 
Arms race still on despite detente

In the temporary Salt agreement 


signed in 1972, American negotiators i 


rested their confidence in U.S. tech- 
nology when they conceded a hefty 
numerical bulge to the Russians in 
land-based intercontinental ballistic 
missiles (ICBMS) and submarine- 
Jaunched missiles. 


In effect, they believed Russian 
advantages in numbers and size of 
missile launchers were offset by the 
better accuracy of U.S. weapons 
and, most important, the U.S. abi- 
ity to mount clusters of warheads 
on American missiles. 


Gap disappears 


The interim Salt agreement, while 
limiting numbers of missile lewun- 
chers, placed no curbs on warheads 
and left both countries free to de- 
velop sophisticated improvements.
